Editor The Star; A "dry" vote 


will not dry up the County.

gal sale of liquor to a small frac- 
tion of what it is now under the 
"bootlegger system". 


A question for the militant pro- 


hibitionist who would "not com- 
promise his moral principles": 
Which is better, bootleggers sell- 
ing booze to our teenagers, or 
controlled sales that would make 
bootlegging unprofitable? 


One 
shouldn't expect legal 


liquor to reduce bootlegging to 
zero but it would be reasonable 
to expect a reduction from twice 
as many bootleggers as there are 
police to perhaps less than half 
as many. 


The clergyman who "wouldnot 


compromise his religious prin- 
ciples" could perhaps spend a 
minute with arithmetic and count 
the blessings of reducing ille- 
gal liquor sales to minors to a 
fourth or less what it is now. 
Would this "compromise" his 
principles? 


This is not a question of pure 


white or pure black, but shades 
of gray. We now have a dark gray 
situation where (it is said) there 
are over 40 places in the Coun- 
ty where a person of any age 
can "buy a fifth". Legal liquor 
sales would not likely reduce that 


number to zero, but If it reduced 
the number to ten or less wouldn't 
that be a lighter shade of gray? 


Finally, the "uncompromis- 


ing" 
clergyman should recall 


John 3, 2-10, and that it would 
have been a miracle of equal im- 
pact had Our Lord turned wine 
into water.

He noted the large crowds he 


has drawn in his speaking ap- 
pearances. He said that if the 
only people who support him 
are redneck working men, the 
nation has millions. 


But lie added, "I saw some 


people on the Boston Commons 
who will never get a red neck, 
There's too much hair for the 
sun to get through." 


Wallace's comment on trea- 


son and nuclear warfare came 
in a question-and-answer ses- 
sion that followed his basic 
speech calling for local control 
of schools, law and order, and 
dignity for the little man. 


The candidate said he thought 


voters appreciated the fact lie 
gives the same speech rather 
than change it from day to day. 
He said, "We don't say one 
thing about open housing in 
Washington, D.C., and a differ- 
ent thing in Miam.', Fla." 


Wallace, in Washington for 


speeches to the UPI editors and 
at the National Press Club, said 
a poll showing that he could fin- 
ish second to Nixon is wrong- 
that he is going to finish first.

Bob Thomas at

takes," Edwards explained with 
controlled 
exasperation. 
"I 


filmed them once before, but 
the camera was defective." 


Such troubles have added $5 


million to the cost of "Darling 
Lili." Edwards now estimates 
the final total at between $16 
million and $17 million—provid- 
ed there are no more catas- 
trophes. 


Edwards, a third-generation 


film maker who is producer, di- 
rector and co-writer of "Darling 
Lili," rattled off some of the ca- 
lamities that have befallen it: 


"In Brussels we had a full- 


scale riot; 1,500 extras put on a 
demonstration for more pay. 
Naturally we had to pay them. 
So I shot the sequence—and the 
film was ruined. I shot it again 
—and the film was ruined once 
more. So I shot It a third time. 


"You 
woldn't believe 
the 


amount of film that the London 
lab has ruined. And the waath- 
er! The worst within memory. 
We have sat around for days 
waiting for the sun to appear. 


"In Ireland I figured I would 


lick the weather. I knocked my- 
self out rewriting the scene for 
cloudy weather. So what hap- 
pens? We encountered the hot- 
test 10 days in recent Irish his- 
tory. 


"Finally I gave up on Ireland 


' and came to France to shoot a 


sequence of an airplane landing 
on a green field. Then I found 
out they have mewed the fields 
and they're all brown. I have 
toured all of France in a heli- 
copter and cannot find a suita- 
ble field. Now I will have to go 
back to Ireland to finish the se- 
quence before we can go back to 
Hollywood and finish the pic- 
ture."

chronic poisoning of the liver, 
heart, kidneys, bone marrow 
and brain. "A real jag may 
cause loss of consciousness. 
Most youngsters will stop this 
dangerous h a b i t when the 
dangers are explained to them 
in an unemotional manner and 
not as a sermon on juvenile 
delinquency. 


Several years ago the city 


of Waukegan, 111., considered 
whether or not to pass an 
ordinance against glue sniff- 
ing. Some feared that such an 
act might call attention to this 
practice and aggravate the 
problem. The ordinance was 
passed, however, and the re- 
sults have been excellent. 


The law does not limit the 


amount of glue a merchant 
may sell so long as the buyer 
signs a register. Every month 
the police check the registers. 
If a boy is found to be buying 
many tubes in different stores, 
this is taken as prirna-facie 
evidence that he is a glue 
sniffer and the case is further 
investigated. Very few cases 
are being discovered. 


One merchant reported to 


the police that a boy tried to 
buy more than a dozen tubes 
but that he r e f u s e d to sell 
them. 
The law neither re- 


quired him to refuse to sell 
nor to report the incident to 
the police but this kind of 
public - spirited co - operation 
has helped to solve the proh- 


lem in Waukegan.

smoking and now. to his ap- 
parent chagrin, he says he 
can't stop. He says he forgets 
his troubles while he is smok- 
ing. 
His c i g a r e t t e s are a 


standard brand but I didn't 
think it was possible to get 
hooked so strongly on regular 
cigarettes. What do you think? 


A—Yes, it is a fact that a 


person can get psychically 
and physically hooked on reg- 
ular cigarettes. Since no self- 
reliant person wants to be a 
slave to any kind of a habit, 
this is a strong reason for 
your son to quit now. The 
well-known health hazards are 
a n o t h e r good reason. The 
longer your son puts off quit- 
ting, the harder it is likely to 
be. But it will depend on his 
sincerity in wanting to kick 
the habit and his inherent 
power to do so.

survey and said he is going to 
finish first.

Vazquez, entered the cockpit 
and pulled a gun from beneath a 
white shawl. The pilot, Captain 
Ricardo Eroza Troyo, said that 
after ordering him to fly to 
Cuba the woman said hysteri- 
cally, "Fd rather be killed or 
jailed in Cuba than return to 
Mexico." 


The incident took place as the 


Aeromaya plane flew over Mex- 
ico's Isla Mujueres, the "Isle of 
Women," on its way to Merida. 


After seven hours in Havana, 


the plane, wliich carried 14 pas- 
sengers including three Ameri- 
cans and a crew of three, re- 
turned to Merida Sunday night.
